Democrats Solidly,Against It, While 


.Opposition In Republican Ranks Is 


fl—Opposition to Postal Sav- 


ings Also Raised by Root Amend- 
ment—Prospects of the Statehood 
Bills Are Seriously Menaced 


Washington, Feb. 
1C.—Startling

Instead of be- 
ing spurred On to a rapid'fulfillment, 
as was thought to be the natural re- 
sult- of the t universal commendation 
evoked by h'ls utterances at the Lin- 
coln day-, banquet of the New York 
Republican club. 


The Alaskan bill Is lost In the sen- 


ate unless President Taft can come 
successfully to Its rescue. The Demo- 
crat* are lined solidly against it, and 
when Senator Beveridge, chairman of 
the committee on territories, tried to 
advance It by the adoption of agreed 
amendments, he found so many.Re- 
publicans, /.critical of the legislation 
that he could make very little head- 
way, 


A solid opposition to the bill in'the 


Rppubllcan ranks Is forming, on tho 
proposition that the provisions of the 
bill are obnoxious to 90 percent of 
the people of Alaska. 
A direct ap- 


peal has been made to Taft to use his 
influence in behalf of the legislation. 
nnd,it has been Intimated to 
him 


strongly that If he does not, the 
measure will fall. 


This is only one of several admin- 


istration measures which are seeing 
dark days.

"Oppidfem," Invented 'by a Jersey 


• Woman—"Philopolists" Are Victims 


of Catalogue Menace. 


Gentle ana appreciative reader, arc 


you an oppldist or a phUopollst? Nev- 
er heard of those terms .before? Well, 
neither aid I until 1 read them the 
other day In a New York nowspuper^3 
"Letters From the People" column. 
One appeared one day and the othqi 
the next., "Oppidism" was the pre- 
cursor of "pbilopollst." 
There Is 'a 


sermon In these words, and the uiidep 
signed right hero takes off his bat, 
mounts the secular pulpit ami pro- 
ceeds to preach it. 


But flrsr, dearly beloved, let us read 


these two letters, wherein appeared 
the new words. Letter No. 1: 
I am flrmly convinced that'the English 
language needs a new word, and I appeal 
to you to introduce it. We want a word 
to express'the same sentiment for one's 
home town that "patriotism" expresses 
for one's' country. 
The iphrase .'"civic 


pride" Is entirely Inaacauor.e. We ..mint 
to express the combination of affection, 
interest, pride, enthuEiasm.4 and devotion 
ivhlch is indicated by "patriotism." 


It has occurred to me . that from the 
Latin "oppidum," a town, might be form- 
ed the word "oppidlsm." . That Is not tile 
most graceful of words.: but it does ex- 
press the idea. A frienfl has suggested 
"urbanism," which Is certainly .more eu- 
phonJous. I might have thought of this 
myself but for the idea that .this would 
refer to large cities only. "Urbs," I used 
^to be told in school, was applied by the 
.Romans only to Rome, any smaller com- 
munity being "oppidum." \Ve aro ac- 
customed to apply the term "urban" in a 
'much less restricted sense, byt it stlii 
conveys the suggestion of citified life, \ 
while I am looking for a word equally 
applicable to-^uburban towns and country j 
towns and villa ges.

he can appreciate only partially Mifi 
Orvls' viewpoint. 
Tho Hahway laily 


cares nothing /or a word to express

which one may be existing. She wants: 
a word to express town love, the do- j 
votlon to the good old home place, 
whether It bo a thriving small city like j 
Railway or n sequestered hamlet like 
Lower Squankuin, in the same state. 


We shall dismiss Mr. Lampton's new 


word, therefore, ana preach from the 
text supplied by Miss Orvls. 


Firstly, oppodism Is n fine new word 


because it sounds so 'much like opti- 
mist. Optimism means belief'in things. 
We believe'in our parents and love 
them. We believe In our friends and 
are devoted to them. -~We- believe in 
our town, our community, and feel op- 
pidistlc about it. 


Secondly, oppidism suggests doing 


something for those or that which we 
love. :jf we iuve our frlenfls we refuse 
to knock them. We speak a good word 
for tb'eta whenever we can. If we love 
our town we pursue u similar course 
of speech or action. We seek out its 
nne.'poluts,;if,they do not happen to 
appeal to us without seeking, nnfl op- 
pidize upon them. We are oppidistic 
wherpver we go. Even if we visit the 
.nearest big city we never fall to prac- 
tice oppidism in our conversation. In 
this way we do our town some good. 


Thirdly, oppidlsm expresses co-opera- 


tion. 
Our neighbors arc more to us 


than the inhabitants of New , York, 
Chicagoi or Mars. We come in toucli 
with.. them daily. They, just as we, 
have their way to make in this world, 
right here among us. 
All' of us-go- 


to the'making of a community. 
We 


must interchange ideas and we must 
intci-tradc. That's really thOr gist of 
oppidism, dearly beloved. Those who 
practice mail order trading are pnu* 
ticing : pbllopodism. rather than, oppi- 
dism. Those wbo do their trading at 
homo are the only true oppldists. 
. Fourthly, fifthly ana all the rest this 
Xew Jersey woman ought to' tie voted 
a gold medal trimmed with radium 
for baying .given the world n new 
word, that should inspire every, dwellet 
In noncity. communities.,.to unselfish 
efforts Iii bciialf of .the home place.

Washington, Feb. 10.—The New, 


York, Ontario and Western railroad, 
controlled hy the New 
York, New 


Haven and Hartford 
railroad, 
has 


filed with the 
interstate 
commerce 


commission new freight tariffs, to be- 
come effective on March IB, showing 
an increase in rates. .This road has 
been what Is known as a differential 
ijpad. thnt Is by 
argreement 
with 


other railroads it charges 
a 
lower 


rate than what are known 
as .the 


standard roads. 
Now It proposes, to 


apply the standard rates, and .there 
is some speculation. as 
to whether 


this action was not brought about by 
the Delaware and Lackwanna, the 
Erie and other standard roads, which, 
it is said, contend that the New York, 
Ontario and Western by virtue of-.the 
differential receives a 
much 
larger 


percentage of western business that! 
was contemplated when the differen- 
tials were established. 


It was reported unofficially to the 


commission some time ago that some 
of the standard roafls were jealous of 
the amount of traffic which the New 
York, Ontario nnd Western was re- 
ceiving and might reduce their rates. 
.Whether any pressure .was 
brought 


lo bear on the differential road to in- 
crease Its rates does not appear, but 
the interest of the tariff officials of 
the commission has'heen aroused by 
the increase.
